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THis morning the convention will open at | of 


12 o'clock. It is probable that the first ques- 
tion before the convention, after the organi- 
zation, which we presume was practically 
settled by the caucusses, will be the discus- 
sion on the two-thirds and the majority rule. 
It is certain that there will be along debate 
on this subject unless it is ascertained that it 
would be unpolitic. Several speeches are al- 
ready prepared on ei-her side, and while the 
vote isiréasonably certain the debate is pretty 


sure tobe prolonged. It is believed that the vote, 


on the governorship will be reached this af- 
ternoon, and there are those who hold it pos- 
sible that the whole business of the conven- 
tion will be finished to-night. This 
pend in a great measure upon the length of 
the debate over the rule, as there is little else 
in the proceedings of the convention to afford 
ground fur discussion. We present below 
such items of interest as could be gathered on 
yesterday from the somewhat excited crowds 
and throngs at the hotels: 
THE VOTE FOR GOVERNOR, 

After a full investigation of the situation yester- 
day, as far as it was possible to make it, we are not 
dispose d to change our estimate of Mr. Stephens’s 
streng.h on the first ballot. There sere, of 
course, tbe usual rumors concerning tbe 
changes’ of votes in counties that had 
been considered certain either way, while the drift 
of the uninstructed votes was said to be first this 
way and then that. We found, however. that these 
rumors upon investigation usually proved ground 
less, and if Mr. Stephens has lost in two or three of 
the counties that were given to him in our table, 
we.feel reasouably sure that he will gain a like 
amount, or more, in counties that were put in the 
anti Stephens or uhinstructed column. 

We therefore adhere to our, opinioa that the vote 
of Mr. Stephens on the first ballot will reach the 
neighborhood of 220 votes, and repeat what we 
bave said before, that it is more likely 
that it will go ten to twenty votes 
above this than that it will fall five votes below it. 
There may be some variance from our estimate if 
‘the convention decides that the old apportionments 
shall prevail in the representation, as this will give 
Walton and Hall each two votes instead of four for 
Stephens, and Floyd four votes instead of six. Itis 
not yet settled as to which rule will be adopted. In 
spite of all this Showever, we adhere to our opinion 
that Mr. Stephens’s vote on the first ballot will be 
about 220,

Moving around in the crowd was Colonel 
Mark A. Cooper, whose ! i,tory is a romance 
of border lite. Forty years ago he resigned 
his seat in congress, and was succeeded by a 
sickly youth named Stepbens. That youth 
has filled the world with his fame, sat second 
in authority in the great conflict between the 
states, and is to-day the popular choice for 
governur of the state, as the crown to the 
close of a useful public life. And Major 
Cooper muses over the incident thus thrown 
into his own career. 

ECHOES OF THE ROTUNDA. 

“Stephens ou the first ballot,”’ was promptly 
met by “He'll never get the two-thirds. 
‘‘He’s got it already’? would come from ready, 
lips, while just as zealous a champion over 
the way would meet it with a stake of a hun- 
dred dol!ars. Then a drop would be made to 
the congressional candidates, and the confu- 
sion would become so great that the partisans 
would find themselves talking against their 
own cundidates. One group of men, evi- 
dently from the neighborhood of Sparta, 
voted that the best thing to do would be to 
wipe off the blackboard and_ start off 
again with Northern's name at the head.

THE RIVAL CANDIDATES. 

Early in the day the newly arrived dele- 
gates began the procession into Mr. Stephens’s 
quarters, which was kept up until latein the 
night, and the wonderful part of it was that 
he never missed a name nor forgot a face. Old 
and young, rich and poor, all ages and all 
conditions, attested the democratic interest 
of our people in our coming governor. 
Among the callers was Senator Brown, At 
12 o'clock a general reception was held. 

Major Bacon also had his rooms thronged 
all day long with warm and admiring friends, 
some of whom came up to assure him of 
present support, some to comfort him with 
future possibilities, and all to attest their feels 
ing that his shoulders would worthily sustain 
the gubernatorial mantle whenever the people 
should chogse to put it there. 

A feature of the day wortby of note was the 
entire lack of bitter partisanship in the dele- 
gates. In Major Bacon’s headquarters it was 
hard to pick out his adherents from the Ste- 
phens men, who came in such numbers to ex- 
press their pleasure of the young aspirants 
honorable career. Likewise in Mr. Stephens’s 
room there were ardent followers of Bacon, 
who, notwithstandsng their present prefer- 
ences, had a strong feeling for the 
“old | man from Taliaferro.’’ As = an 
instance, just before the assembling of the 
Bacon caucus, several prominent members 
were discussing matters when the question 
was raised by one of them if Mr. Stephens 
would not make them a visit if invited to 
do so. The idea was at once taken up, and 
was only dropped upon the suggestion that 
it was so unusual that it might be miscon- 
strued. The convention will be a thorough- 
ly patriotic body, worthy of the peuple it rep- 
resents. 

AMONG THE CONGRESSIONAL CANDIDATES 

Dashing, brilliant and stary as the charge 
of his cavalrymen during the war was thie 
work done by General Young. There is 
about bimso much of good fe!lowship, 
much that sympathises with every one thrown 
into contact with him, that it isno wonder 
the delegate regrets having promised 
his vote to some one else. It was a dis 
tinguished military-looking lot of men who 
were always to be found in the general’s 
rocms—men upon whom the state leaned 
trustfully in darker days. 

Passing around to the headquarters of the 
dainty Carleton could be found the men from 
Habersham and Clarke—the wool hat boys 
who have been voting the democratic ticket 
ever since DeSoto passed through northeast 
Georgia. ‘‘How many votes, doctor?” “My 
votes are not equal to my hopes, but if you 
will give me time they will catch up.” 

Away around on the Decatur street side of 
the hotel, Major Burnes was treating his 
friends royally. They trooped around him al! 
day long with enthusiasm, for George is a 
royal fellow, and he has With him the best 
blood of Augusta. 

Colonel Tom Hardeman was at home among 
the men of brawn and musele—the men 
whose strong arms have made Georgia what 
she is, and whuse party fealty has never been 
questioned. ‘“‘He ought to be governor,” 
more than one of them said, ‘‘and he will be 
yet,’’ responded another. 

Jndge John I. Hall has been doing good 
campaign work. Like a good general, he has 
meusured off his ground and knows how 
much of itis his. He had many delegates 
aside, a number of whom promised to see 
him later.

JAMES 3. BOYNTON, 
THE BACON CAUCUS. 

The friends of Major Bacon held a caucus 
last night in the breakfast room of the Kim- 
ball house with closed doors. meporters were 
excluded. and the members of the caucus 
were as dumb as oysters on the action of the 
caucus. Tae Constitution, however, secured 
all the information that was of value. ‘There 
was a call of the counties and two votes taken 
which showed a guarantee present 
and- absent as_ tollows: On one 
vote 138 and on the other 
135. It is said that neither.of these votes 
were square tests of either the strength of 
Mujor Bacon or of the two-thirds rule. The 
session was avery lively one, but nearly all 
of the members held vut until the close. Hon. 
W. J. Nurtben, ‘of Hancock, presided. The 
most important action and in fact the only 
thing of consequence done was the passage of 
aresolution to the effect that if Mr. J. H. 
Estill was nominated for permanent 
president of the convention to-day 
that he be supported by the Bacon men, and 
if Mr. Estill declines the Hon. William Har- 
rison, of Quitman, is to be put forward as the 
candidate of the caucus. Another meeting 
will be held at ten o’clock to day. In reference 
to Mr. Estill it may be said that in no case 
will his name be before the convention, as he 
made a motion in the Stepbens caucus to 
make the selection of Captain Jackson unan- 
imous.

THE ARAB CHIEF 


Cuts the Lines and Hurls Vefiance—The Khedive 

Powerless to Reach His Seif-Willed Minister. 

Lonpon, July 18.—The Times’ Aiexandria 
dispatch says there was an attempt last even- 
ing to set fire to St. Mark’s building. the 
headquarters of the Americans in Alexandria. 
The Daily Telegraph has the following dis- 
patch: ‘‘Alexaudria, July 17, 6:30 p.m.—This 
morning the sailors drew up cluser to their 
Gatling guns, and the marines were ordered 
to get ready for ah_e attack. Some 
scouts had sent word that 
Arabi Pasha was coming. ‘The English 
sailors communicated wita the Americans 
and asked them to get ready and be prepared. 
On hearing this the alert was sounded, 
seamen attae palace of justice and at the 
American consulate were prepared, and hay- 
ing got all their ammunition ready awatting 
the signal, they waited until 9 o'clock, when 
they heard that the alarm was false.’’ Cow- 
menting on thisincident the leading editorial 
article in the Morning Post says: “The be- 
havior of the American admiral and his 
nen at Alexandria is beyond ail 
our praise. Ainid the diplomatic 
protests, European concerts and conferences 
and normal demunstrations of imbecility, it 
is refreshing te find a commander who is 
able and willing, ou his account, to say what 
he thinks and do what he says. ‘Tie sixty

i I< THE FRENCH CHAMBERS, 
Special Dispaich to the Consti:ution. 

Paris, July 18.—In the chamber of deputies 
today the debate began on the Egyptian 
question. M. de Freycinet said he recognized 
the existence in Europe of aspirations which 
must be taken account of, and a nascent na- 
tionality for which Europe must show solici- 
tude. It was necessary to restore order, but 
at the same time tosee whetber the institu- 
tions of the country vught not to be modified, 
De Freycinet said he considered 
thet enue inter eondiinn, which a few weeks 
ago was not justified, kad beconle imperative 
since the occurrences in Alexandria, in which 
French subjects had been molested and mas- 
sacred. This state of things, he said, consti- 
tuted for France a right to intervene. In 
view of the present state of affairs, however, a 
prudent government must endeavor to act 
with Europe. The English alliance, 
he said, bad never been shaken, but France 
Lad wished, simultaneously, to appeal to Eu- 
ropean concert. England had taken the in- 
itiative in having recourse to European con- 
cert. France atence acceded.  DeFreycinet 
continued: “The Turkish troops will in- 
tervene under the authority of the 
khedive, without entering intothe internal 
atfairs of Fgypt. If Turkey refuses, we shall 
probably receive a mandate from Europe to 
Intervene, but shall only accept on condition 
of its being well defined. The Suez canal 
cannot cease to be free even 
if France must be one of the powers 
who will have to protect it. But in regard to 
the canal, France desires to submit the ques- 
tion to the conference, while reserving lib- 
erty of action. An understanding in this 
sense was concluded yesterday with England. 
The English alliance and European eoncert 
have been the points kept in view throughout 
by France.”’ i. Gambetta spoke in approval 
of DeFreycinet’s course in adhering tw the 
alliance with England, but said he considered 
the credit demand iosuffic'ent.

REPRESENTATIVE REPUBLICANS 


livid a Mecting in the Second District and Fire the 
Signal Gun, 
Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

ALBANY, July 16.—A very important con- 
yention of representative republicans of the 
second congressional! district, assembled under 
previous call at the court house in this city 
yesterday. From a very prominent partici- 
pant and delegate it was learned that the main 
object of the meeting was to take steps look- 
ing to a thorough reorganization of the party 
tn this, the second district, as well as the uni- 
fication and solidifying of its elements for 
united and harmonious action in the coming 
state convention of the party to be held in 
Atlanta on the 2dof August next. It was 
described to your correspondent as the ablest 
and most harmonious and best representative 
body the republicans of the district have Leld 
fora number of years past. Quite a large 
number of white republicans of the district 
were in attendance, and fourteen out of the 
seventeen counties comprising the district 
were represented by delegates, the excepted 
counties being Miller, Colquitt and Berrien. 
The greatest harmony prevailed throughout, 
and every proposition was carried through 
with singular unanimity. C. W. Arnold, 
postmaster of this city, was elected chairman 
of the executive committee by acclamation 
by a rising volte. The resolutions passed 
indorsed the national administration 
and the course of the liberals in Geor- 
gia, and pledged support to any movement 
that guaranteed a free bailot and a fair count, 
and strongly in favor of a liberal line of 
movement everywhere.

There has for several months been 
some unpleasant feelings existing between 
Mrs. Waldrup aud Mr. Hugbes and his fami- 
ly on account of asupicion by Mrs, Waldrup 
that her husband was too intimate with Mr. 
Hughes’s wife, which 's denied by Mr. Wal- 
drup, Mr. Hughes and his wife. On one 0oc- 
easion Mr. Hughes, in denial of the charges 
made by Mrs. Waldrup called her a liar, and, 
r no sooner said, than Mrs. Waldrup knocked 
him down, and when he arose she dropped 
him again. With this state of feeling exist- 
ing, Mr. Waldrup absented himself from home 
last Friday night, and Mrs. Waldrup 
believing he was at Hughes’s house, says she 
went outin the yard to seeif there wasa 
light inthe house. When she got to the 
corner of the house from where she could see 
Hughes's house, she placed her left hand on 
the house, and as she did so some one struck 
herand cut herarm. She screamed and ran 
back in the house. She says she did not see 
any one,but thinks she saw somebody’s hand 
just as she was cut. Her reason for believing 
Hughes cut her was that he and 
his family were her only ene- 
mies, and there was no reason why 
any one else should try to hurt her. In re- 
buttal Mr. Hughes proved by bis family and 
Mrs. Waldrop’s husband, who was at Hughes's 
house when the cutting was done, and by other 
evidence conclusively to the hundreds of 
people present that he was not the man that 
did the cutting, and the justices so decided 
when they rendered their decision. 
The prosecution was represented by 
Colonel. L. J. Winn and the defense by 
Hon. H. C. Jones. The unpleasant affair has 
caused great excitement in their neighbor- 
hood, and great sympathy is felt and ex- 
pressed for Mrs. Waldrup, and it is earnestly 
hoped that this may be the means of a recon- 
ciliation between Mrs. Waldrup and her hus- 
band, and that the remainder of their lives 
may be spent together in peace and happi- 
nes 

Mr. A. B. Lindsey, who was arrested in your

Colonel Alfred Shorter, Founder of the Shorter Col- 
lege, Dies at Kome—Other Kome News.

Colonel Shorter was one of our most hon} 
ored and respected citizens. He came t 
Floyd county about thirty-five years ago, an: 
soon amassed a large fortune. He ewas con} 
nected with the Rome railroad company fron 
the time of its organization, was fora long 
time president of the company, and was a\ 
director up to within a few days of his death. 

A few years ago Coionel Shorter conceived 
the idea of founding a female college in 
Rome, It was first established 
name of the Cherokee Baptist female college, 
which was soon changed, however, to Shorter 
college. by which name it will be known fo?s 
ever. This magnificent college, costing per 
haps one hundred thousand dollars, is a glo¢ 
rious monument to his name and his memary. 
Qn its corner stone stone, laid with much 
ceremony in 1877, are inscribed the words: | 

‘‘a GIFT TO OUR DAUGHTERS,’ ' 

A grand gift it is—one that will out last 
marble and bronze—one that will liye forever 
in the hearts of a grateful people. 

Colonel Shorter’s wife died a few years since, 
Her death was a painful shock to her deyoted 
husband. ; 

Crowned with years and with honors, ei» 
shrined in the affections of a grateful cont 
munity, Colonel Shorter lay down to sleep 
‘Like one who wraps the drapery of his couch 

about him,

Atuens, July 17.—*‘There is more solidity 
about Athens,” said Bradstreet’s agent here a 
few days «go, ‘‘than any othercity the same 
size in the south.,”’ 

And I believe it. 

“Classic Athe™,,”” has been a brace of words 
ever sifiCe I can remember, but business 
Athens is a new known quantity that sur- 
prises me more than can be indited in this 
effusion. I think I can safely say 
that the individual wealth here is 


within a near approach to that of Atlanta, 
certainly equal to that of Macon, and the 
figures | can present will puzzle the brains 
even of sturdy, reliable old Savannah. What 
do you think of the statement that the per- 
sonal and realty values of this lively bantam 
being a close push toeight million solid dol- 
lars? Rather astonishing eh? Well. I took 
astroll down tothe city clerk’s ofhce this 
afternoon and from him I learned this pleas- 
ing bit of intelligence. $8,000,000 in figures 
looks large, but 1 am prepared to classify it, 
and thus Il hold that there is nothing unreal 
or wild about what I have stated. That we 
have within the borders of our” grand 
old commonwealth a young. giant 
of a city like this will be no less a pride than 
an astonishment to those who scan these lines. 
The authentic population at present is slight- 
ly above 8,000, and in three years it is pre- 
dicted that it will swell to 10,000, In 1870, by 
a tight squeeze, the inhabitants numbered 
nearly 5,000, an increase per centage of sixty- 
six and two-thirds, or say abont 70 per cent,

In round numbers $3,500,000 is what is re- 
turned as taxable property. Besides this it 
is estimated that over $4,000,000 of bonds and 
other non taxable property is held by citizens, 
which will give the tigures lannounced at the 
outset. Hon. Ferdinand Phinazee, said to be 
worth over $1,000,000, lives here, but is out- 
side the timits, and holds a vast deal of secu- 
rities which are not taxable. The Sonthern 
Mutual insurance company hold another mil- 
lan, while such men as Dr. Hamilton and 
others possess the rest of the huge pile of 
wealth, 

BONDED DEBT. 

The bonded debt of the city is now $97,- 
1875, it was $131,000, showing a de- 
crease since then of $32,500. This debt was 
mainly incurred by subscriptions of the city 
for $100,000 of stock in the Northeastern rail- 
road. This, however, has been transferred 
t» the Richmond and Danville company, 
a pure donation in fact, for the purpose of 
securing the extension to Rabun Gap and 
Tallulah Falls. These outstanding bonds are 
drawing six and sever per cent interest, 
which is paid promptly semi annually, It 
is held mustly in the state, very little of it 
being in the hands of northern capitalists. 

THE TRADE OF ATHENS, 
/ One ot the first things I heard on making 


finquiries into the trade of the city was that 


the largest single wholesale establishment-in 
the state is located here, Reams, Nicholson & 
Co. They have gone considerably over $1.- 
000,000 annually, but whether or not they 
touch that amount now I am unable to say. 
There are other houses doing as much as 
$500,000 annually, while the total trade of the 
city, including the product of cotton facto- 
ries, the latter about $1,000,000, mounts up to 
$5,000,000. This, however, does not include 
the cotton interests. The-cotton receipts now 
amount to 45,000 yearly, and it is confidently 
expected that next year will swell the receipts 
to 50,000 bales. 

COUNTING THE COTTON 
into the bargain, and I see no reason why it 
should not be considered as a legitimate 
branch of the trade,since the money for it is 
paid out here, and the business as a grand 
total goes up to $7,500,000. Figures are very 
nice things to deal with and especially so 
when they are ‘correct and reliable. There 
are fifty houses here doing an average busi- 
ness of $50,000 each, aside from the. big ones 
already named. Groceries and dry goods, 
also hardware, are sold all through northeast 
Georgia and North and South Carolina. 

ATHENS SELLS GOODS 

nearly to Augusta, and asclose to Atlanta as 
Covington and Gainesville, all of which goes 
to show that the business men here know 
a thing or twe and $ are letting 
the world know it. On everything 
but western produce, Athens gets as good 
freight rates as Augusta or Atlanta, and the 
difference on western produce is so small as 
not to seriously interfere with the bustling, 
booming trade. 

The banking facilities are ample. The 
National bank has a capital of $100 000 anda 
surplus of $160,000, making a total of $260,000 
capital. Captuin James White is cashier of 
this institution, and to him I am indebted 
for much of the information I have given of 
Athens. The bank of the university has a 
capital of $125,000 and a surpius of $6,900, 

MANUFACTURING INTERESTY. 

The manufacturing interests of Athens are 
by ho means an unimportant part of the 
city’s prosperity, as will appear when | state 
that there are represented here 25,000 cotton 
spindles on a capital of $500,000, divided up 
between four factories. Besides these there 
isalarge foundry and machine works and 
small minor concerns. This foundry, by the 
way, is one of the best paying investments 
here and is worth $75,000. 

THE BOOM. 

During the past yearthe boom has been 
general, and many handsome structures have 
gone up, while others are now under contract. 
Said a well posted business man to me this 
afternoon: ‘It is nota high estimate to say 
that the total improvement of Athens for 
twelve months has been $200,000.’ The Ath- 
ens branch of the Georgia railroad has, exclu- 
sive of this, spent or will spend, $100,000 in 
bringing the road across the river into the 
city, where a handsome general depot will be 
erected. Every: ay the dynamite cartridges 
are being fired, down where the rocks are 
being blasted for the foundation of this new 
structure, and ere long its walis wifl rise as 
another monument to the growth and pros- 
perity of Athens. 

A RAILROAD PROMOTER. 

Colonel G. J. Foreacre, the president of the 
Northeastern railroad, has proven one of the 
best friends the cicy ever bad,and is still form- 
ing plans to further increase the railroad facil- 
ities. “ The next road to be fushed forward is 
to Jug Tavern, where it will strike out for 
Jefferson, and thus complete the triangle. I 
have talked with noone here who did not 
have a hopeful outlook for the future of 
Athens. Lam satisfied it will become one 
of the leading cities of Georgia, and being in 
a glorious sectinn, nothing can retard the pro- 
gress.

THE MACON AND BRUNSWICK'S | 


FIRST DAY'S WORK. 


The Two Trains Make Their First Trip With Safety 
—The Depot Buildings—The Georgia Pac fic’s 
W hereabeu‘s—Its Cars and Its Buildings 
—By the Kennesaw to New York. 


Yesterday marked the beginning of a new 
era in Atlanta’s railroad history. In the 
morning at 8:15 o'clock the first regular pass- 
enger train on the Macon and Brunswick road 
left Gray!s Mill, a station six miles this side 
of Dallas, in Paulding county, for Macon. 
The train was composed of three coaches, one 
baggage car, one smoker and one first-class 
ear, and made the run from Gray's Mill to 
Atlanta, a distance of 28.5 miles in two hours 
and five minutes. 

At 10:20 a.m.Chas. Russell ,the engineer, stop- 
ped the train at the Macon depot, on Mitchell 
street, and the first load of passengers ever 
hauled over the Macon and Brunswick alight- 
ed. There were sixty-seven passengers 


aboard, and nearly one third of the number 


held tickets through to Macon. Aftera halt 
of forty minutes in this city Mr. Frank Reid, 


the conductor, pulled his bell cord, and in a 
second the train bad passed around the cor- 
mer near the Peters street crossing, and was 
Making for the Central city at the rate of 
tyéniy miles per hour, where it arrived in 
good trim a.6o'clock, having made the entire 
trip of 125 4 miles in 9:45 hours, 

‘he north bound train, with Conductor 
Tom Wure (formerly of the Central railroad) 
in charge, left Macon at 8 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Mr. Charles Tight, an engineer ot 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
road, mustered the engine which drew eight 
cars along the new rvad. Four ‘of the cars 
were loaded with timber for the depot build- 
ings in this city, butthe others were passenger 
and baggage cars. The north bound 
train mas_~=—sheavily laden, but reached 
Atlanta on time. and after remain- 
ing forty minutes pulled out for 
Gray’s mill, where it arrived’ at 5:45 o'clock 
yesterday evening, and where it will remain 
until 8:15 o’clock this morning, when it will 
start on its second trip. Among the passen- 
gers who were aboard; this train were the 
Brunswick delegation to the gubernatorial 
c@mivention. 

The trains on this road will now continue 
to make daily trips according to the schedule 
Which has been published in THe Constitv- 
TION, and which will remain unchanged for 
the next few weeks. As soon as the road bed 
has been thoroughly established additional 
trains will be puton. The work of grading 
the uepot grounds on Peters strect Is now 
going rapidly on and as soon as the work 
will justify the building of the depot will 
be begun. These buildings will be the hand- 
somest in the south and will add muterially 
to the value of property in that locality. 
The plans have about been completed and 
the buildings are promised by the first of 
September. 

THE CENTRAL ROAD, 

Ever since the building of the Macon and 
Brunswick was begun it has been generally 
asserted thatits completion would cause the 
old Central to hump itself, and the assertion 
has proven true.; It is now said that this 
road will soon puton an-additiona] passenger 
train, which will make the trip from At- 
lanta to Savannah in ten hours, or as much 
less as is necessary. The road bas just pur- 
chased six new engines, which will be deliv- 
ered Within the next thirty days. 
They are all much larger engines 
than any the road now has. They have also 
contracted for fifteen new passenger coaches, 
and are otherwise extending their wings. 
This train, it it said, will not interfere with 
any of the present trains on this road, but 
will be an addition to the two now running. 

THE GEORGIA PACIFIC, 

Daily trains now cover thirty-eight miles of 
track on the Georgia Pacific. They leave 
Atlanta every morning and return every 
eveniig—well leaded both ways. Bevond 
Villa_Rica the next station is Ringer’s Cross 
roads, and the work is being pushed to 
that point. The distance between 
the stations is ten niles and 
the gap will. be closed within the next two 
weeks. Then the road will be pushed on to 
Tallapoosa with all possible dispatch. The 
Georgia Pacific now owns sixty cars and two 
large locomotives and are having additions 
made to their rolling stock every day. They 
are now building large bandsome depots at 
Douglasville, Villa Rica,ana Austell city. 
These buildings are 50x200 feet, and will cost 
about $4,500 each. 

NEW LINE TO WASHINGTON. 

Yesterday morning the first passengers left 
Atlarita via the Kennesaw route for New 
York. The train carries a through New York 
sleeper via the Roanoke valley, and will prove 
quite an advantage to southern travelers who 
prefer the Kennesaw route. 


LOST FOR SIX DAYS. 


A Ten-Year-Old Bey’s Adventure tn a Pennaylva 
nia Forest. 

PoTtTsvILLeE, Pa., July 19.—On the evening 
of July 8 a ten-year-old son of George Wolfe, 
a well-to-do farmer, residing three miles east 
of Girard Manor, in the Catawissa valley, 
wandered f10m home into the woods where 
he was lost for six days. The child's absence 
was not noticed by the parenis tor several 
hours after his disappearance. The child is 
deat and dumb and of feeble mind. Wolfe’s 
home being situated in a wild, thinly-settled 
district, there is a high fence surrounding his 
dwelling tu prevent bis children from going 
into the woods. On the date above men- 
tioned the gate was left open, through 
which the lost child disappeared. Mr. Wolfe 
quickly gave the alarm to her husband, whe 
was working in the field, and together they 
began the search, which the night's darkness 
soon terminated. Their neighbors were sum- 
moned to the number of twenty-five, and 
they all started next morning at daybreak, 
scouring the hills and valleys in vain. The 
mother became frantic, but no trace of the 
missing boy coula be found until the six days 
had passed, when two hundred and fifty peo- 
ple were engaged in the search, climbing 
ragged mountains and wandering through 
swamps. «~The father at last beheld his son 
sitting on a rock crying bitterly. He was 
taken bome five miles distant, and now lies 
in a precarious condition, the result of long 
- suffering and bites and stings of innumerable 
insects and snakes. The child's body pre- 
sented aterrible appearance. He appeased 
his hunger by eating bark from trees, a piece 
of which he had in his hand when found. 
His clothing consisted ofa night shirt only. 


THE GRAVE OF JEFFERSON. 


The Design of. the Monument to the Author of the 
Declaration. 

WasHINGTON, July 18.—The design on the 
monument to be erected over the grave of 
Thomas Jefferson, at Monticello, Va., has 
been approved by the secretary of state. The 
monument consists of a plain granite obelisk, 
in accordance with the request of the de- 
ceased. A granite platform 12 feet square 
will be reached by two steps 9 inches high. 
On the platform will be a cubical die of gran- 
ite, which will be surmounted by the obelisk. 
The following iffcription will be put upon 
the obelisk in sunken letters: ‘‘Here was 
buried Thomas Jefferson, author of the 
declaration of independence, of the statute 
of Virgi: ia for religious freedom, and father 
ofthe university of Virginia.’ On the die 
will be the words: “Born April 2, 1743, O. 
S.; died July 4th, 1826.” The cemetery will 
be surrounded by a handseme fence of 
wrought andcast iron. The entrance will 
consist of a gateway of very ornamental and 
handsome design. The monument will be 
erected near the fence and the panel of the 
fence opposite the monument will bean 
ornamental design, somewhat similar to that 
of the entrance. Through this panel the 
visitors will be able to get a good view of the 
monument without entering the cemetery.

GENERAL GRANT'S OPINION. 


He thinks an English Protecto ate Would be the 
Best Thing forthe Ceuntry. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 18.—The Record will 
publish an article to-morrow morning, giving 
General Grant’s opinion on the eastern ques- 
tion, which is in effect that he sides with the 
English in the controversy. He says that the 
people of Egypt are ten times worse 
than the negroes of the south, and he believes 
that an English protectorate would help -to 
develop the resources of the country and im- 
prove the condition of its people. 

BEAUREGARD AND EGYPT. 

A special dispatch from Washington says: 
A story published in Baltimore to-day that 
George H. Butler, the nephew of General 
Butler, while consul-general in Egypt in 1870, 
prevented the appointment of General Beau- 
regard to the position of commander-in-chief 
of the Egyptian army is contirmed by Mr. 
Butler. The Baltimore story puts it that Mr. 
Butler represented to the khedive that Beau- 
regard was an unpardoned rebel, who, having 
betrayed his own country, might not hesitate 
upon occasion to betray the khedive, Genera! 
Beauregard’s designation of General Butler 
as an outlaw for his war acts was supposed to 
be the animus that moved Mr. Butler, who 
says, regarding the affair: “I was on friendly 
terms with his highness, Ismail Pasha, then 
the khedive, and he took my _ advice 
in the matter. My action went 
no further than friendly coun- 
sel, and did not, of course, take the form of 
official action. I would have aided the ap- 
pointment of such a man as Joe Johnston or 
General Gordon. But, frankly, there wasn't 
room in Egypt‘for Beauregard and myself at 
the same time. Besides, the khedive already 
had one really good American field general in 
his service, who saved Ifis army in its disas- 
trous Abyssinian campaign, General Loring. 
Rahib Pasha commanded the army, but Loring 
saved it when King Juhn had almost crushed 
it. Loring was a distinguished confederate 
soldier and formerly the colonel of our regu- 
lar mounted rifles, now the Third cavalry, be- 
fore the war. The insinuation that my action 
in squelching Beauregard was prompted by 
sectionalism is entirely an assumption. | 
kept General Beauregard out of Egyptian gold 
lace and piastres purely because I considered 
him an eminent mistake.”’ 


THE EGYPTIAN SITUATION. 


What a New York hasterer Teld His Audienee Last 
Night. 


New York, July 18.—Rey. Dr. F.S. Dehass, 
two years United States consul in Turkey, in 
a lecture to-night, said® 3 

“The present disturbance is nothing less 
than a civil war, a rebellion against the sultan 
and the khedive. Arabi Bey is a restless, 
ambitious Arab. He has founded the national] 
party, and is trying to imitate Cromwell and 
Garabaldi, and wants tc drive out all the 
foreigners, and yet they owe everything to 
foreigners. There is nothing in Egypt to 
build an independent government upon. It 
would be like the negroes of the south trying 
to form a government of their own.” : 

Dr. Dehass predicted that Arabi Bey would 
fail utterly in his ambitious projects, but he 
thought a religious war might break out that 
would spread over Asia, Africa and Europe, 
for Arabi is in league with the new prophet, 
Senousi, also with Shesrof, of Mecca, the 
spiritual head of the Mohammedans. 

In conclusion he said: One thing is certain: 
if this contest goes on, the Ottoman empire 
falls, the Turk will be driven out of Europe, 
the cross will be planted again on the mosque 
of St. Sophia, constitutional government “will

New York, July 18.—All the railroadsseeim 
to bein a better condition to-day as regards 
freight handling.

The coun- 
sel for the railroads in opening, said this was 
practically an application for a peremptory 
mandamus to compel the roads to accede 
to the demands of the striking work- 
men which had no better standing in court 
than would an application fora mandamus to 
compel the strikers co return to work 


to 


'at such rates as the roads chose to offer them. 


They asserted that the people were in no man- 
ner involved in the dispute. The issue was 
solely between the railroads, their laborers 
and their business patrons. Whatever reme- 
dy the latter had was by civil suit for dam- 
ages.

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WAS IT FRANK JAMES? 


A Mysterious Prisoner Passes Through Indianapolis 
in Irons. 
Special dispatch to the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 16-—A man, who 
is supposed to be the notorious Frank James, 
came through to-night by the Pan Handle 
route, in custody of Deteciive Watkins, of St. 
Louis. That gentleman manifested great 
anxiety to conceal the identity of his pris 
oner, and denied that it was Frank James, 
but declined to state who it was, or where 
he had been captured. 

Chief Williamson, who was admitted to 
the car, was clearly of the opinion that it 
was James, and passengers who had traveled 
on the train, say that the man several times 
admitted his own identity. To Officer Grift- 
fin, of the city police, the mun said he was 
Frank James, and that he had been east to 
have a picnic with the Ford boys; thatif he 
had met them he would have murdered 
them; but that before he found them he was 
tracked down and arrested. The prisoner 
was heavily ironed and chained to his seat. 
He left on the Vandalia train for Missouri.

A Question of Law. 

Among the eases called before Mayor Eng- 
lish yesterday morning, in police court, were 
these against Mr. Tressevant, Mr. Malloy, Mr. 
Newman, and Mr. Murphy, each of whom was 
charged with duing business within the city 
of Atlanta, without a license from the mayor 
and general council. The three first nemed 
gentlemen are in the employment of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad as 
soliciting agents in the place, whilst 
the last named gentleman _repre- 
sents the Cincinnati Southern in a 
like cepacity. 1t appears that the roads they 
are acting jor have paid a license tax, and 
hat these gentlemen for that reason claim an 
exemption. The law under which the arrests 
were made is section 20 of the tax ordinance 
of ’82, which says, “All agents in the city of 
A lanta for any railruad companies not run- 
ning into the city and employed about the 
business of such companies necessary 
to be transacted in this city or not, either 
for the sale of tickets or for soliciting freight 
or passage. shall be required to register their 
business with the clerk of the council on the 
first day of July, 1882, or as soon after as they 
shall commence business, and obtain a license, 
for which they shall pay the sum of twenty- 
five‘dollars and clerk's fee per annum ”’ 

When Marshal Juyner approached the-de- 
fendants upon the subject of license tax they 
declined to pay the same, alleging that the 
license tax paid by their roads gave them the 
right to transact business in Atlanta without
